of a Celebrated Glass Vase.

| A chance discovery led to the rescue 


of this magnificent urn from the grave, 
where it had lain for hundreds of 
years, hidden and unknown. The vase 
was found early in the seventeenth 
by some laborers, who, dig- 
g on a hillock in the neighborhood 
of Rome, broke into a large vault 
On f er examination it revealed 
1 suite of three sepulchral chambers 
In the largest room they found a-fine- 
ly sculptured sarcophagus, which con- 
tained the beautiful vase. It was full 


of ashes, but it bore no inscription as 
to e remains it held, nor has the 
tiystery ever been solved which 
‘shrouds its origin 


The vase was deposited in the Bar- 
berini Palace, where it remained until 
1770, when the representative of the 
Barberini family, a Roman princess, 
forced to part with it to pay her 
bling debts. The vase changed 
iands twice, then it was disposed ot 
to the Duchess of Portland, but with 
such secrecy that her own family was 
jot aware of the transaction until af- 
ter her death. 

\t the sale of the Duchess of Port- 
land’s collection it was purchased by 
her the third Duke of Portland 
for the sum of $5,145, and it was de- 
posited in the museum | his succes- 
sor. The vase was wantonly smashed 
in pieces by a drunken visitor, but 
the fragments were, however, joined 
together, but the bottom, with its 
mysterious figure in Phrygian cap, 
was not replaced.

it illustrates. Breval refers to it as 
“the famous vase of chaledony"’; Mis- 
son calls it an agate; Bartoli a sar 


lonyx; while Caylus and others cur-

A LAND OF MANY TRIBES. 


India’s Races Outnumber Those on the 
American Hemisphere. 


Hindustan has more nations than 
the continent of Europe, and more 
races than you will find on the hemis- 
phere of the Americas. Every locality 
hus its own tribes and peculiar castes, 
and here and there are peoples of , 
whom the world knows nothing, writes 
frank G. Carpenter.

It should be remembered that the 
programme was not only passed by 
the legislature, but was endorsed by 
a unanimous vote. The ministry then 
went to the country for the verdict of 
the people, and there was an over- 
whelming victory for Prem.er Ruther- 
ford. 

“It was, therefore, somewhat sur- 
prising last February to see the mat- 
ters of the amount of guarantee, rate 
of interest and mileage vociterously 
attacked by certain members of the 


legislature, who had already voted 
for those provisions. One of these 
members, who had never been over 
the proposed line of never built a 


railroad, glibly asserted that he could 
build it for $12,000 per mile. 

“The guarantee of $20,000 per mile 
is not in the least unreasonable, The 
C. N. R. line, which will run through 
country similar to that of the Water- 
ways road, was guaranteed by the 
Dominion government at the rate of 
$25,000 per mile. The injustice of the 
attack upon the amount of the guar- 
antee is demonstrated by the fact that 
it is now reported that the C. N. R. is 
willing to build their line to Fort Me- 
Murray providing that the Alberta 


government will allow them to bond 


the road for $25,000 per mile. 

“After several months of negotia- 
tions I completed the placing of the 
bond issue at par. The bankers offer- 
ed the bonds to their clients at 110. 
The fact that dealers in bonds should 
retail them at a higher price than 
that at which they purchased them 
was considered by the opponent of 
the Rutherford government as a 
heinous offence. 

Referring to the charges made on 
the floor of the house re the bond sale, 
Mr. Clarke said: ‘‘That the counsel 
for the royal commissioners made in- 
quiry of the Morgans and received a 
letter stating that per Canadian terms 
was the ful amount paid for the 
bonds, also that no commission was 
paid to me or any other person. The 
royal commission in its report abso- 
lutely ignores it.” 

Regarding his non-appearance be- 
fore the commission to give evidence, 
Mr. Clarke stated that the commission 
allowed the counsel representing those 
opposed to the railway the greatest 
latitude, permitting matters to be 
stated that would not be accepted in 
an ordinary court, even going into the 
private affairs of people that had not 
the remotest bearings on the ques- 
tions at issue.

\Auspicious Opening of the Alberta Police Have Difficulty in Saving

Mayor Milne, in welcoming the 
guests, referred to the great progress 
the city had made, and congratulated 
Mr. Overpack as being the first to 
ae a large industry in Medicine 

ut. 

Mr. Overpack, the president of the 
Alberta Clay Products company, was 
called on, and gave a brief sketch of 
the company and its works, after 
which he gave the following descrip- 
tion of the works: 

“The Alberta Clay Products com- 
pany has the largest sewer pipe and 
hollow ware plant in Canada. 

“It has approximately 
square feet of floor space. 

“The plant is heated with over nine 
miles of steam pipe, and is lighted 
with 535 thirty-two candle power elee- 
trie lights. 

“The plant will use six 
tons of raw material per day. 

“The Medicine Hat district is noted 
as being the largest natural gas field 
on the North American continent.

But the Main Question in Suit Be- 
tween Railway and Province 
is Still Undecided 
Calgary.—News has just reached 
here that the Privy Council dismissed 
the appeal of the province of Alberta 
in the case as to the determination of 
the question of the taxation of C. P. 
R. lands which has been sold by the

in which the question of the taxation 
of C. P. R. lands generally will be 
settled, 

Thus the Privy Council disposed of 
the minor of the two cases of vital in- 
terest to the people of the province, 
and against the province. he larg- 
er matter, which involves thousands 
of dollars annually, still remains un- 
settled for an indefinite period. 

Briefly, the history of the cases is 
this: When the C. P. R. pushed its 
steel across the bare prairie they were 
granted huge tracts of land for their 
enterprise, and exemption from taxes 
for a certain period. 

The question arose as to whether 
this period referred to the time the 
legislation was secured, or when the 
C. P. R. had actually acquired the 
land. The government held that the 
period dated from the passing of the 
act, and tried to collect taxes for 
right of way and operating purposes. 
The C. P. R. claimed it had exemp- 
tion on all. The province took the 
opposite view and went to law. 

Supreme Court judgments upheld 
the C. P. R., and the matter was ap- 
pealed to the higest court, the Privy 
Council of Great Britain. Along with 
this dispute about the general taxa- 
tion of land went another and less 
linportant question to be settled, 

The C. P. R. had already sold land, 
and owing to default in pryments had 
regained ownership. It denied taxes 
on this also, and it constituted a sep- 
arate case, This was the one upon 
which judgment was delivered. Even 
if the province had wont it, the rev- 
enue would not have been greatly af- 
fected by the judgment.

PROVINCIAL RESOURCES 


{The Government Has 
Favor of Negotiations With the 
| Federal Government “to Secure 
| Provincial Control of Valuable Re- 
sources—Mr. Cornwall on_ the 
Wealth of the North. 


Edmonton, Alta.—The government, 
through Premier Sifton, has declared 
once and for all in favor of negotia- 
tions with the federal government to 
secure provincial control of natural 
resources, thereby adopting, with the 
exception of lands, the platform that 
was, for years, the foundation prin- 
cipie of the old territorial provincial 
rigits party under Hon. Mr, Haul-| 
tain, of which party, Premier Sifton 
wus a former member, : 

Speaking of the resolution, of 
Brainley-Moore, calling upon the gov- 
ernment to take steps to secure the 
control of such natural resources as 
are of local concern, Premier Sifton 
said it would be the policy of the gov- 
ernment to forward negotiations with 
the Dominion government towards 
this end, and to keep on negotiating. 
He, personally, had always been in 
accord with the views expressed in 
the resolution. 

On the request of the premier, Mr. 
Moore’s resolution, seconded by Mr. 
Cornwall, was withdrawn, the prem- 
ier pointing out that its passing could 
do little towards assisting the cause 
of provincial rights since it was a 
question of negotiating more than 
anything else. : 

For the first time since the session 
cpened, reference was made in the 
debate on Moore's resolution to the 
A. & G. W. and the premier’s pro- 
posed policy in connection with the 
project. 

Despite the fact that the premier 
had not officially announced “his 
policy to the house, both Cornwall 
and Michener indicated their stand- 
ing on the question of the house, 
when they broke into direct denunci- 
ations of the premier’s proposed ap- 
propriation of the A. & G, W. money 
\for the wiping out of the provincial 
‘debt and other purposes. Mr, Corn- 
wall made his usual convincing ad- 
jdress on the resources of the north 
country, thundering on the desk with 
lhis fist, declared in emphatic lan- 
‘guage, “there has been enough valu- 
able timber destroyed in the north 
country in the last ten years by 
wasteful forest fires, to wipe out this 
little debt that we hear so much of, 
,and to build half a dozen railways 
without it having cost us a cent,” 

Mr. Cornwall went on further to 
denounce the inefficient manner of 
‘the department of the interior in not) 
protecting this valuable asset from 
destruction by fires. . 

Mr. Michener referred to the prem- 
ier’s proposal to deal with the A. & 
'G. W. bonds, as a misappropriation 
of money to pay a debt which would 
never have existed had Alberta owned 
its natural resources and was it de- 
riving revenue therefrom. 

Mr. Cornwall, rising to second Mr. 
|Moore’s resolution, said the question 
of provincial control of resources had 
been a bone of contention between 
political parties, but he was going 
to deal with it from the standpoint 
of an Alberta’ business man, and 
|would like to have the house consider | 
;the question in that light. If the 
province could possibly get hold of 
her natural resources, there would be 
little difficulty between the parties, 
as it would be only a matter of ad- 
ministration. 

Mr. Cornwall referred to the efforts 
to get the Dominion government in- 
terested in the development of the 
north and instanced how little faith 
either party at Ottawa appeared to 
have in the richness of that section 
of the Dominion. He said the present 
party in power at Ottawa had done 
}some little work in surveying and ex- 
|ploring. He thought it would be an 
easy matter to secure control of the 
natural resources, since the authori- 
‘ties appeared to have such little faith 
in the country. 

“In the old Athabasca territory,” 
said Mr. Cornwall, ‘there is 100,000,- 
/000 acres of land, 40 per cent. of 
{which is as capable of cultivation as

WORD FROM CAPTAIN BERNIER 


Canada’s Arctic Explorer on the 
Way to the Mouth of the 
Mackenzie River 
Ottawa. — Mr. Alex. Johnstone, 


deputy minister of marine and fisher- 
ies, has received a letter from Capt. 
J. E. Bernier, in command of the 
steamer Arctic, now in the far north, 
telling of the first stage of the expedi- 
tion whose object is to assert British 
authority in northern waters, 

The letter, which was written at 
Albert Harbor on Aug. 13, says that 
the Arctic had a fair passage as far 
as Greenland, where a good deal of 
ice and fog was encountered, The 
captain says that up to the time of 
writing everything seemed favorable 
to the Arctie’s enterprise, Strong 
gales from the south indicated that 
the ice would be broken up. 

His letter was brought to civiliza- 
tion by a Seotch whaler and reached 
Canada via Scotland,

‘General Sir John French Makes a 
Special Report on Western Canada, 
Praising the Work of the Western 


| 
! Troops—A Frank Criticism of Can- 


adian Organization on Various 

Lines. 

Ottawa.—The report of Sir John 
French, imespector-ges.eral of the im- 
perial forees, on the Canadian mili- 
tua has been made public. Sir John 
begins by strongly emphasizing the 
vaiue of organization, which, he says, 


‘is the corner stone of military ethei- 


ency, and adds that no, amount of 
superior physique, armament or in- 
dividual excellence in either com- 
manders, staff or bodies of troops, 


jcan compensate for a want of it. 

General Frenen® makes a separate 
report. on Western Canada, He ad- 
vocates the line of organization at 
present being followed, namely the 
development of the mounted — rifles 
supported by the field artillery, al- 
though he aiso advocates the employ- 
ment of a certain amount of infantry, 
and perhaps heavy artillery to defend 
important centres like Winnipeg or 
Calgary On the whole, he praises 
the work of the western troops in the 
camps he visited, but says that many 
faults still remain to be rectified, and 
that the cavalry should be given six- 
teen days training at least. He also 
advocates the establishment of a 
training ground in the west like Yhat 
at Petéwawa, which he praises exten- 
sively, recommending that it be used 
more tham it is at present. 

He also condemns the lack of drill 
halls in the west, and censures the 
general absence of an open space sur- 
rounding them in those places where 
drill halls are situated. 

General Franch criticises the Can- 
adian organization on two lines. The 
proportion between various arms of 
service is not correctly adjusted. 
There is too much infantry and heavy 
artillery, and only half as much field 
artillery, as is advisable, while the en- 
|gineers and supply service are too 
weak. The distribution of troops is 
| faulty 
{ The arrangement in regards of war 
| divisions are faulty in that the corps 
which would serve together in war 
are not trained together in peace. He 
submits with this a scheme of organ- 
ization whieh shows a shortage of one 
regiment of cavalry, one battery of 
horse artillery, twenty batteries of 
field artillery, three field troops of 
engineers, five field companies of en- 
gineers, four telegraph detachments 
and numerous units of army service 
corps and medical corps. 

General French next advocates 
drawing up a sound scheme of mob- 
ilization, which would include the 
establishment of a railway war coun- 
cil, presided over by a chief of the 
general staff, and including amongst 
}its members managers or representa- 
tives of the principal railway com- 
| panies of Canada. 
| “The staff at present maintained at 
|headquarters and in commands ap- 
|pears to me absurdly inadequate in 
{numbers to deal successfully with the 
}numerous problems which require its 
attention,” he says. 

The general also lays stress upon 
ithe question of horse supply, saying 
that the war establishment of exist- 
ing authorized units culls for a pro- 
vision of 38,000 horses at once on 
mobilization, and a reserve of at least 
30,000 more, The registration of 
large a number of horses demands the 
organization of a remount staff. He 
praises the work of the Breeders’ as- 
sociation, 

“IT may summarize the principal 
}Shortcomings as lying in an in. 
efficiently developed organization, in 
adequate knowledge in higher com- 
mand, in the test qualification for of 
ficers and non-commissioned officers 
lof active militia laid down in regula.

In a former, fleuve we gave a re- 
port of a spef%) made by Dr Max 
Wiedman to-rathmore Branch of 
the U. F. A. “agarding the beet 
Sugar growing company, and we 
now supply some more details re- 
garding the company which may be 
of interest to our readers. 

The company will be known as 
“The Co-operated Farming and 
Manufacturing Company.” Objects | 
for which the company is establish- 
ed are: To manufacture, refine and 
sell sugar, syrups. sugar-pulps and 
other products, molasses trom sugar 
beets; to teed, fatten and sell live 
stock; to manufacture and sell 
butter, cheese, and all other milk 
and dairy products; to manufacture 
and sell oil and oileakes trom flax; 
to sell all the agricultural products 
ot the co-operated jarmers at the 
grain exchanges and in the com- 
pany’s stores directly. 

‘This is a very comprehensive pro- 
gramme, but it is hardly likely that 
it will be carried into operation for 
several years, as the activities of the 
company for the first year will be 
confinea to the manufacture of beet 
sugar. This will be a farmers com- 
pany, and controlled by the farmers 
themselves, and will mean that the 
farmers will get the full value ot 
their products. In the U.S.A. the 
great majority ot the sugar factories 
are controlled by the trusts, which 
compel the farmer to take what 
they like to give them for their pro- 
ducts. The principle on which the 
present company is based is mould- 
ed atler the system of co operation 
which has worked exceedingly well 
in Germany. 

Preferred shares can only be held 
by farmers who own farm land in 
the Province of Alberta. 

The bolder of preterred shares has 
to cult.kwate for each share one acre 
ot sugar beets, to load his beets at 
the nearest station or to deliver the 
beets by teams into the company’s 
factory as long as he is the holder of 
a preterred share. When a_ pre- 
ferred shareholder sells bis tarmland 
and he cannot sell his share at the 
same time, then he cau transfer his 
share to the company.

THE “LIMITATION “SCHEME. 
lord Robert Cecil’s ‘Reform For the 


Anglican Church. 


Lord Robert Cecil, who has startled 
Church of England people by propos- 
ing that 
hold office only for a short term of 
years, as a kind of probationary per- 
iod, gave a press representative a full 
explanation of his scheme for Church 
reform. 

Lord Robert, who was at hi 
house at Chelwood Gate, asked me 
make it plain that he had no intention 
to attack the clergy, says the writer. 

“T regard them, collectively, as a 
most admirable body of men,” he 
said, ‘‘and they have cone and are 
doing, splendid work. 

“In suggesting that 
should be appointed for a term of, say, 
five years, I do not intend that the 
presentation of the patron should be 
interfered with, or that the institution 
by the bishop should be abandoned 

“If, however, the clergymen is not 
satisfactory for any reason to the 
parish to which he is presented the 
bishop should, I think, be empowered 
to refuse to institute him. 

“In arriving at a decision on this 
point, I would have the bishop take 
into consideration any representations 
made to him by the parishioners, who 
ought to have a church council to 
represent them. 

“At present there is nothing which 
the laity can do to any effect, and that 
is why there is not so much interest 
in the church councils as there ought 
to be. 

“Power to appeal to the Archbishop 
should also be allowed to the council 
in certain cases. The bishop might 
hold strong views on some ecclesiasti- 
cal matters, and refuse an institution 
which the council thought ought to be 
made. 1 would, therefore, like to 
have an appeal to a higher court 
against any abuse of the power. 

“On the other hand, the cler 
should not be too much at the mercy 
of the people. A man might be ob- 
jectionable to a parish at first through 
no fault of his own, but simply be- 
cause he tried to do his duty better 
than his predecessor, In such a case 
a five years’ tenure would be suifi- 
cient either to win the good-will of 
the people or to prove that the clergy

“The object of my scheme is prin 
cipally to provide some remedy 
against the law-breakers, the negli

Precipices In the Himalayas. 


There is one remarkable peculiar- 
ity of the series of Himalayan ranges 
between the Vale of Kashmir and the 
Central Asian watershed—they are 
after another cut right across the 


one 
ridges The reason for this is that 
the rivers were there before the 
ranges were formed, and as by the 
crinkling of the earth's crust, the 
ranges were raised, the rivers cut 
gorges through them and maintained 
their flow 

Nanga Parbat is part of the true 
and principal Himalayan range, and 
its summit rises to the stupendous 
altitude above sea level of 26.636 feet 
Close to its foot, not more than ten 
miles in horizontal distance from the 
peak, the Indus flows through a de- 
sert gorge, and here the height above 


sea level of the river bed is not much 


above 3.000 feet 

It is easy to conceive from these 
figures on how vast a scale nature's 
architecture is here set up. 1 have 


never been down this part of the In- 
dus forge, but a friend of mine, who 
was there, told me that the path 
along the side of the gorge is in 


places perilously narrow and carried 
across precipices of such appalling 
character that at one point a servant 


of his, who lost his footing, fell a 
mile in vertical height, and was, of 
course, smashed to atoms. 

One side of Nanga Parbat sinks to 
this gorge by a series of ridges and 
ravines—that is the Chilas side. Tha 
other two sides of the mountain, for 
it is on a triangular base, are like. 
wise detined by long valleys, one of 


which is filled by the great Tarshing 
glacier.

(From ~Montreal Gazette.) 

Judge Lanctot, at the request of the 
crown prosecutor, has issued a bench 
warrant for the arrest of E. Smith, a 
former sleeping-car conductor in the 
employ of the Canadian Pacifie rail- 
way company, who at one time ran 
between Montreal and Vancouver, and 
latterly between Montreal and T 
| ronto 

Early in October information reach- 
ed the Crown authorities which led up 
to Smith's arrest for stealing sleeping 
ear fares, and for stealing and selling 
railway tickets to various persons in 
Montreal and elsewhere. Smith had 
a preliminary hearing and was colm- 
mitted fer *r’.1 to the Court of King’s 
Bench, his case being set for the 10th. 
When called, he failed to appear, 
with the result that his bail was for- 
feited and a bench warrant issued for 
his arrest 

The case caused a good deal of in- 
terest in railway circles, and it is 
probable that other than railway peo- 
ple will become interested, as the 
names and addresses of quite a num- 


ber of people with whom he has been 


doing business are known, and it is 
likely that before the matter is final- 
ly disposed of several of the hunters 
for bargains in railway  transporta- 
tion will be dealt with. 

“It is really too bad,” said a high 
official of the Canadian Pacific, “that 
the travelling public should suggest 
such dishonesty to conductors. If 
passengers would refrain from mak- 
ing conductors steal from the com- 
pany by offering them facilities and 
inducements to do so, it would be 
better for them in every way. We 
have the names of a good many men 
who have done this in Montreal and 
other places and they include some 
pretty prominent men. Morally they 
are as guilty, if not more so, than the 
conductors whom they train to be- 
come thieves, and the practice of try- 
ing to get this cheap transportation 
at the expense of the company and 
the honesty of the conductors cannot 
be too sharply repressed. 

“In the present instance it has led 
to the ruin of a young man and the 
breaking up of his home. While we 
are sorry for those who suffer by it, 
the company must stop this business 
of stealing fares, and prosecution will 
kt every instance that is discov-
